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Driven to Excel 


Greenbelter Ric Santos is National Commander of the American Legion. He achieved this distinction 
after years of service in the American Legion beginning with Greenbelt American Legion Post 136, 
where he held many offices including post commander while becoming active in national Legion ac- 
tivities. One of Santos’ first duties after becoming National Commander was to testify at a joint ses- 
sion of the House and Senate veterans affairs committee. The date was September 11, and Santos was 
evacuated from the Capitol along with everyone else following the plane crash at the Pentagon. This 
article, reprinted in part, first appeared in the October 2001 issue of the American Legion magazine.

Ric Santos won’t forget the 
day he learned what it means 
to “lead by example.” He was 
a radioman third class petty 
officer on the aircraft carrier 
USS Enterprise CVN-65, in 
charge of performing a most 
undesirable and dangerous de- 
tail: cleaning porcelain insula- 
tors on the vessel’s outboard 
radio antennas. The radiomen 
strikers weren’t exactly climb- 
ing all over each other to vol- 
unteer for this daring task. 

When it came time to clean 
the top of one particular an- 
tenna that stood 40 feet above 
the flight deck, which was al- 
ready 60 feet above the sea 
and outboard of the flight deck 
and catwalk - well, who would 
want to do it? 

“In a similar fashion that 
you would climb up a water 
tower or land-erected radio or 
TV antenna, you put on a 
safety harness and start the 
climb on an antenna-attached 
ladder,’ Santos says. 

Which is just what Santos 
did. Sure, it took courage. But 
he wasn’t about to ask seamen 
to do a job he hadn’t first 
shown them how to do him- 
self. So up he went. 

The experience neatly 
frames Santos’ 34 years of 
American Legion involvement. 
In every task he’s taken up -

from organizing local police and 
firefighter awards to chairing 
Boys State and Oratorical com- 
mittees, from post commander to 
department commander - Santos 
has rolled up his sleeves and 
shown others why the Legion’s 
work is worth doing. He’s a man 
who gets involved and follows 
through with as much commit- 
ment as he can muster. 

Now, as the new national com- 
mander, Santos is doing his best 
to infect Legion members at ev- 
ery level with that same enthusi- 
asm. You can bet he’ll succeed, 
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says Past National Commander 
Clarence M. Bacon (‘84-‘85), 
Santos’ mentor and close 
friend. 

“Whether he’s speaking to 
a group or one-on-one, Ric 
talks at your level,’ Bacon 
says. “He’s never forgotten 
how to be a blue-cap Legion- 
naire. I believe he’ll be a su- 
perb commander.” 

A Proud Marylander 

After completing his mili- 
tary service in 1965 and mov- 
ing to Maryland in 1966, 
Santos made the historic city 
of Greenbelt his home. Cre- 
ated in 1935 under Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s Resettlement 
Administration, Greenbelt was 
the first U.S. community built 
as a federal venture in hous- 
ing. From the start, it was de- 
signed as a complete city, with 
businesses, schools, roads, and 
facilities for government and 
recreation. 

Santos and his wife, Linda, 
live in one of the town’s origi- 
nal cooperative housing units, 
a two-story, wood-frame build- 
ing not far from Greenbelt’s 
center. An American flag 
hangs outside their front door, 
a rare splash of color on a 
street of stark white home 
fronts and dense green forest.

City Tax Rate Doesn't Increase 


In Manager's Proposed Budget 


Greenbelt City Manager 
Michael P. McLaughlin informed 
the Greenbelt City Council at 
their meeting on March 25 that 
his proposed city budget for the 
next fiscal year will not include a 
property tax rate increase. Al- 
though the budget document is 
still being printed and will not be 
available until next week, 
McLaughlin did provide the 
council with a pictorial overview 
of the budget being submitted. 
While tax rates will not increase, 
McLaughlin is proposing in- 
creases in refuse collection fees 
and in swimming pool pass rates. 
In general, however, expected 
city revenues will yield enough 
to fund salary increases for em- 
ployees and undertake some of 
the actions required to meet goals 
for the year previously set by the 
council. At $16,565,000, the gen- 
eral fund budget for the fiscal 
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year beginning July 1, 2002 is 
3.1 percent or $499,700 greater 
than that adopted for the current 
fiscal year. 

If the tax rate is not increased, 
it will be the first time in eight 
years that the city has not done 
so. In his budget message, 
McLaughlin reiterates his budget 
statement made last year: “While 
I believe the quality and level of 
Greenbelt services, the commu- 
nity facilities offered by the city, 
and the comparison of the total 
taxes paid by Greenbelt residents 
compared to nearby communities 
make Greenbelt an excellent 
value, there is a limit to what the 
residents and property owners can 
and are willing to afford. This 
position conflicts with rising ser- 
vice demands and expectations. It 
is most difficult to increase ser- 
vices without corresponding in- 
creases in resources, which means 


taxes.” The city manager calls for 
a dialogue on this topic, a call 
that the council is fully expected 
to heed in their review of the 
budget, as they hear from citizens 
and groups who seek greater 
funding for their pet projects and 
programs. 
Revenues/Expenses 

McLaughlin made particular 
note of the impact of revenues 
and expenditures for the red light 
camera traffic enforcement pro- 
gram. Nearly two-thirds of the 
increase in expenditures 
($314,000) will be the result of 
expenses involved in the adminis- 
tration of this program by a pri- 
vate contractor for the city. Initi- 
ated in July, but not fully opera- 
tional until October, costs for this 
program have proved to be 
greater than originally anticipated.

Wetland Park Project 
Work Begins at Lake

If you have visited Buddy 
Attick Park on a Saturday re- 
cently, you may have noticed 
some strange activity happening 
by Greenbelt Lake. Small bands 
of busy people in bright yellow 
work gloves have been spotted 
hauling around large, flat stones 
and mixing up cement. This is 
the construction of Greenbelt’s 
Wetland Education Facility along 
the north shore of Greenbelt 
Lake. Since the first volunteer 
day on March 9, volunteers and 
Department of Public Works em- 
ployees have been diligently lay- 
ing out flagstone and embedding 
it in cement to form a path that 
will run between two observa- 
tional pads at the lake. 

All this activity is the result of 
a grant the city’s Planning and 
Community Development Depart- 
ment received from the Chesa- 
peake Bay Trust to create a wet- 
land education facility. The goal 
of this is to provide shoreline sta- 
bilization and minimize sediment 
erosion, as well as educate fisher- 


men, students and park-goers 
about the value and ecology of 
lakes, their associated wetland ar- 
eas, and the types of native 
plants, fish and wildlife that are 
found in the area. 

This will be accomplished by 
establishing a retaining wall and 
vegetative buffer along the shore- 
line, which is currently void of 
any native riparian or wetland 
plants, and by providing environ- 
mental information along the 
pathway that connects the two 
observation pads. The pads are 
designed to provide a platform 
from which people may observe 
the lake, fish, or just relax. The 
flagstone path between the pads 
will contain educational panels as 
well as markers that will identify 
the 31 different types of trees, 
shrubs and wildflowers planted 
along the way. One of the edu- 
cational panels is being devel- 
oped with the help of seventh 
graders from St. Hugh’s School.

Council Approves Change 
In Green Ridge Policy

On March 11, Greenbelt City 
Council approved two changes to 
the Admissions and Occupancy 
Policy for Green Ridge House. 

One change clarifies the term 
“independent living,’ which had 
been interpreted to mean “self- 
sufficiency.” Council voted 
unanimously to define “indepen- 
dent living” in a way that would 
enable residents to use outside 
assistance for medical or personal 
care, if necessary, to maintain 
their health and the unit they live 
in. In recommending the change, 
city staff reminded council that 
this definition would be consis- 
tent with the city’s assistance-in- 
living program and philosophy. 

Another change affects the ad- 
missions policy in a way that will 
give preference to Greenbelt resi- 
dents. The change would add a 
residency requirement of at least 
12 months at the time of applica- 


tion in order to qualify for the 
resident’s preference. Applicants 
would only have to be a resident 
at the time of application and 12 
months before that to qualify for 
the preference. If needs change 
while the applicant is awaiting 
admission and it becomes neces- 
sary for the applicant to leave 
Greenbelt, the applicant will still 
have residency preference. This 
change would inhibit people 
from establishing a short-term 
residency for the purpose of in- 
creasing their opportunity to live 
at Green Ridge House and pro- 
tect long-term residents who may 
need to temporarily move away 
from Greenbelt while awaiting 
admission. Applicants who have 
resided in Greenbelt for less than 
a year may update their resi- 
dency preference while awaiting 
admission, after they meet the 
12-month requirement.

Auditions Set for World Fair Show in Greenbelt 


Ever hear of the New York 
World’s Fair of 1939? Billed as 
“the world of tomorrow,” the 
event made such a splash that the 
post office decorated a stamp 
with its symbols, the so-called 
Trylon and Perisphere. The 
theme of the fair expressed some 
of the same ideals that inspired 
the building of Greenbelt only 
two years earlier. 

Now the Greenbelt Recreation 
Department is planning a “com- 
munity performance project” 
based on the fair, for which open 
auditions will be held on Sunday, 
April 7, at 3:30 p.m. in the gym- 
nasium of the Greenbelt Commu- 
nity Center. The show will intro- 
duce a variety of colorful charac- 
ters and futuristic themes through 
creative movement and visual im- 
pressions. 

Roles are available for ages 2 
and up. Children, teens, adults 
and seniors are all encouraged to 
participate. No prior performing 
arts experience is necessary, and 
no preparation is needed for the 
auditions. Most roles are non- 
speaking, and some involve 
rollerskating. Bring roller skates 
or childrens’ plastic vehicles if 
available. Production crew mem- 
bers are also sought for the show, 
including set and costume artists, 
light and sound technicians, and 
stagehands. Crew members 
should attend the auditions if pos- 
sible. 

About the Show 

The show is tentatively sched- 
uled for May 31 and June 1 
(Greenbelt Day weekend). It will 
be choreographed by Laura 
Schandelmeier, who will also par- 
ticipate in the performance. She 
will be playing the role of the 
“Frozen Alive” girl, based on a 
side-show attraction included in 
the fair’s “Amusement Zone.” 
The fair took place during the 
brief window of time between the 
Great Depression and the en- 
trance of the United States into 
World War Il. Like the fair it- 
self, the “Frozen Alive” girl, who 
becomes animate in the show, 
represented this period of national 
invigoration and optimism. 

Schandelmeier is an accom- 
plished professional dancer, cho- 
reographer and dance educator 
who offers ongoing classes at the 
Community Center. She also will 
be involved with the Recreation 
Department’s Creative Kids pro- 


gram this summer, serving as the 
camp’s dance specialist for a sec- 
ond year. Her unique artistry and 
many professional skills will lend 
strength to the production of “The 
World of Tomorrow,’ which en- 
tails both humor and pathos. 
Why the World’s Fair? 

According to Nicole DeWald, 
arts coordinator at the Community 
Center, “The 1939 World’s Fair 
was selected as the theme because 
of the fair’s wonderful imagery 
and its interesting resonance with 
Greenbelt’s history, as well as 
with contemporary social con- 
cerns. The fair represented a 
dream for a brighter future for the 
average American. Technological 
advances were supposed to draw 
society closer together through 
vastly improved communications 
and transportation technologies. 
Sound familiar?” Some of the 
novelties the fair was celebrating 
were the non-mundane realities of 
long distance phone service, tele- 
vision, and an interstate highway 
system. 

Two of the fair’s most popular 
exhibits were giant dioramas de- 
picting the cleaner, more efficient 
cities of the future, along with a 
new array of smaller, green town 
bedroom communities: “Pleasant- 
villes,” in the language of the 
‘“Democracity” exhibit. A film 
about Greenbelt called “The 
City,’ which debuted at the fair 
contrasted the smog and squalor 
of America’s older cities with the 
healthier lifestyle of communities 
like Greenbelt. 

Time of Uncertainty 

“While ‘The World of Tomor- 
row’ will be a very whimsical and 
lively show, we’re hoping it will 
also succeed in evoking the un- 
dertones of fear and uncertainty 
which the nation experienced in 
1939 and 1940, as World War II 
came closer,’ said DeWald. In 
Europe the threat of fascism was 
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growing and the advance of mili- 
tarism was reflected within the 
fair itself. Czechoslovakia ceased 
to exist as an independent nation 
before the construction of its pa- 
vilion was completed, and its pa- 
vilion was only completed 
through the fundraising efforts of 
New York’s Mayor Fiorello La 
Guardia and the fair corporation. 
Poland and Lithuania lost their 
independence during the first year 
of the fair. 
Part of ArtsEmerge 

The show will be a project of 
the ArtsEmerge program, which 
the Recreation Department initi- 
ated in 2000. The program aims 
to support the creation of public 
artwork in all disciplines through 
community participation and the 
leadership of professional artists. 
The program has included the 
creation of sculpture for the 2001 
and 2002 Greenbelt New Year’s 
celebrations, and a music and 
spoken word workshop culminat- 
ing in an Artful Afternoon perfor- 
mance. “The World of Tomor- 
row” is the first ArtsEmerge 
project to include dance. 

No Experience Needed 

DeWald stressed that “commu- 
nity members need not have any 
dance experience or any arts ex- 
perience in order to participate in 
‘The World of Tomorrow.’ The 
show will derive its energy from 
the innate creativity of all people 
and from the joy we experience 
when united in a fun and expres- 
Sive activity.” 

In conjunction with the 
project, the Recreation Depart- 
ment invites people who attended 
the 1939 World’s Fair to share 
their recollections with the com- 
munity. If fair-goers are avail- 
able, the Department will coordi- 
nate a panel discussion during an 
upcoming Artful Afternoon. In- 
terested fair-goers should contact 
Nicole DeWald at 301-397-2208.

April 13, 1912, the year of the 
Titanic, in Quebec City, Canada, 
married Howard Coxon (d. 1955) 
and is survived by their son Ken- 
neth of Oakland Park, Fla. 

She worked for 21 years 
(1956 to *77) at the nearby As- 
phalt Institute. 

Mrs. Coxon was well known 
to city, county and state officials 
as a Republican and, and accord- 
ing to Julian Holmes, “a dynamo 
of consistency in fighting for re- 
form in Prince Georges’ County.” 
Always feisty, she “accepted 
challenges with vigor and felt it 
was her duty to be a participating 
member of democracy and not a 
bystander,’ said Phil Warner. 

Mrs. Coxon worked with the 
Prince Georges’ County Marlboro 
Commission that established the 
home rule charter in 1962. She 
was a charter member of the lo- 
cal League of Women Voters and 
the Prince Georges’ County Civic 
Federation, which awarded her 
the Citizen of the Year Cup for 
1995. She also served on the 
Prince George’s County Commis- 
sion on Aging. 

In Greenbelt she served on the 
city Board of Appeals. She was 
a founder of Citizens for 
Greenbelt where she served two 
terms as president. Mrs. Coxon 
served on five committees of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHlI). 
She was remembered for her ef- 
forts to secure voting machines 
for GHI elections. She was a 
judge for the Greenbelt Labor 
Day Festival Talent Show. 

Mrs. Coxon was a member of 
Greenbelt Community Church. 

In recent years Mrs. Coxon 
entered a nearby assisted-living 
facility but she kept politically 
active with phone calls to her 
long-time friends including Prince 
George’s County Council mem- 
bers Audrey Scott and Walter 
Maloney.

Even so, revenues received from 
fines from motorists who are 
caught on camera going through 
a red traffic light are expected to 
increase and more than fully fund 
the program. 

McLaughlin noted that there 
appears to be no evidence of re- 
cession in Greenbelt. He expects 
slight but positive increases in 
revenues from the city’s share of 
the state income tax, the hotel/ 
motel tax, and the admissions and 
amusements tax, although the 
revenues are not expected to be 
as high as they were back in fis- 
cal year 2000. He believes that 
property values are on the in- 
crease in the city. However, this 
won't result in increased taxes 
until property in the city is reas- 
sessed, with the city not benefit- 
ing from added revenues until the 
fiscal year ending in 2005. 

On the expenditure side, his 
budget funds a 3 percent pay ad- 
justment for classified employees, 
slightly higher than the Consumer 
Price Index. With that increase, 
McLaughlin feels that the city 
will achieve pay comparability 
with other jurisdictions as recom- 
mended by the city’s consultant 
performing a pay study. 

The budget also proposes to 
restructure the accounting of ac- 
tivities and reorganize the Recre- 
ation Department. Proposed are 
dual assistant director positions to 
replace the single position va- 
cated upon the retirement of 
Harry James. Instead of account- 
ing for recreation programs by 
location, such as the Youth Cen- 
ter, Community Center, etc., the 
budget will propose more of a 
program orientation with building 
expenses consolidated in one 
budget, and programs accounted 
for under the categories of arts, 
youth and adult programs. 

During the year, the city will re- 
finance its debt payments and bor- 
row the additional $3.5 million au- 
thorized by last November's bond 
issue referendum. McLaughlin ex- 
pects this to result in lower debt 
payment expenses of $133,000 for 
the coming fiscal year. 

He characterized the long term 
outlook for Greenbelt’s fiscal 
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condition to be stable, but con- 
strained. Future revenue growth is 
uncertain, although growth could 
result from development at the 
Golden Triangle and Metro Cen- 
ter. On the other hand, there will 
always be upward pressure on 
expenses as costs increase and 
service demands continue, he be- 
lieves. “The future will continue 
to require maximizing available 
resources and closely managing 
these resources,” he stated. 
Council Reaction 
Council appeared to be gener- 
ally pleased, but guarded, about 
the budget presentation. While 
Councilmember Thomas White 
commended the manager’s pre- 
sentation as comprehensive, but 
concise, and noted that the bud- 
get appeared to have everything 
under control, he wanted to know 
more about the possible list of 
unmet needs that the manager did 
not fund in the _ budget. 
McLaughlin responded that some 
of the unmet needs put forth by 
the departments had been funded 
in the budget, but that others, as 
is the usual case, were not. 
White then asked the manager 
to prepare a study on the various 
facility spaces, their revenue pro- 
ducing capabilities, and the rev- 
enue now being generated. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
also commended McLaughlin on 
his presentation and noted that the 
budget appeared to contain a num- 
ber of things in it that he wanted 
to see there. While the budget was 
“so far, so good,” he expected 
problems to appear as they re- 
viewed the budget. “We’ll be 
looking at the details,’ he warned. 
The city council plans to meet 
once or twice each week between 
now and June 3 when the budget 
is scheduled to be adopted. The 
first review scheduled is for 
Wednesday, April 3, at 8 p.m. in 
the multi-purpose room at the 
Community Center. At that time 
the council will get a further over- 
view and undertake a detailed re- 
view of revenues and the general 
government budgets - city 
manager’s office, finance depart- 
ment, personnel, legal expenses, 
community promotion, etc.

The project was to 
build an igloo. It was 
one of the several ac- 
tivities that St. Hugh’s 
Junior High students 
were undertaking in 
their study of Arctic 
and Antarctic environ- 
ments through JASON 
XIII, “Frozen Worlds.”

The ma- 
terials were empty 
milk jugs and hot glue.

But on 
March 12, something happened: a 
wall had collapsed over the 
weekend. “We think,’ speculated

Their yard backs up to acres 
of land administered by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. In the 
winter, Santos has looked out and 
seen four, sometimes five, deer 
and other wildlife - usually right 
before a hunting trip where he 
won’t spot a thing. “You want to 
talk about frustration,” he says, 
grinning and shaking his head. 

Hunting is just one of Santos’ 
favorite ways to unwind. In April, 
he joined about 30 Legion bud- 
dies for a North Carolina golf 
outing - it’s a trip the group 
makes annually. 

And being a proud Marylander, 
Santos is always ready to take vis- 
iting friends up to the harbors in 
Baltimore or Annapolis, where he 
knows the best place to get a soft- 
shell crab dinner and a spot to 
watch ships come in. 

Spend a day with Santos on 
his turf and it’s hard to imagine 
the man living anywhere else. 
“We’re in a bed of history here,’ 
he says excitedly, counting off 
the reasons he loves that corner 
of the country: go a half-hour 
and you find the U.S. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, Fort 
McHenry at Baltimore Harbor 
and countless sites in the nation’s 
capital. Go west 50 miles and 
you're at the Antietam National 
Battlefield in Sharpsburg. The 
Gettysburg National Battlefield is 
only 80 miles away. 

Only a few minutes from 
Greenbelt is Goddard Space Flight 
Center, where Santos landed his 
first job after leaving the Naval 
Reserve - and where he met 
Linda. He was a technical librar- 
ian; she was a government secre- 
tary who walked by him every day 
on her way to the office. It wasn’t 
long before they were dating, and 
in June 1968 they married. They 
have three children: Betsy, 33, 
Lee, 31, and Steffen, 29. 

“We’re opposites,” Santos says, 
his eyes sparkling. “We’re like the 
North Pole and the South Pole, 
with a family in between. If she 
likes her bread brown, I like mine 
white. She’s an animal lover. I 
love my work. It’s a lot of fun.” 

Don’t let him fool you about 
the animals, though. One look at 
Santos playing with the family 
dogs - two Welsh Corgis named 
Dee Dee and Bear - and it’s plain 
to see he has a hard time mask- 
ing his affection. 

“One night the dog wouldn’t get 
off the bed,” Linda recalls, laugh- 
ing. “He’s on his hands and knees: 
‘Dee Dee, Daddy wants to go to 
bed.’ Not an animal person, right?” 

A Traveling Man 

When talking about his work, 
Santos is right on in saying he 
loves it. A person would have to, 
being away from home as often as 
he’s been in his 31 years as prop- 
erty insurance claims adjuster. 

“I would go on catastrophe 
duty for hurricanes, earthquakes, 
tornadoes and floods and stay 
there for several months,’ Santos 
says. “Catastrophe duty is very 
tough, mentally and physically, 
on a person. You learn how to be 
compassionate to your fellow 
man, following catastrophic dam- 
ages to their homes, businesses 
and personal property. There are 
many things you can do for 
people in need, and other times 
there’s no way you can comply 
with their call for assistance. It’s 
tough to tell someone ‘no’ in 
those instances. So you learn to 
be a realist as well.” For the past 
couple of years, though, it’s been 
Legion business that’s kept him 
on the road, first as a candidate 
for national commander and now 


as national commander. But 
Santos says he loves the travel 
and the opportunities it gives him 
to talk with Legionnaires around 
the world. 

“It’s difficult for those doing 
the hard work in the trenches at 
the posts to always feel they’re 
part of the group, unless they have 
the opportunity to meet or speak 
with the leadership of their organi- 
zation. And they must feel that 
their leader is not just a guy they 
read about, but 1s someone they 
can communicate with directly,” 
he says. “So I feel the national 
commander should make himself 
available to as many Legionnaires 
as he can. After all, I’m not just 
the national commander; I’m their 
national commander.” 

Clearly, members of Greenbelt 
Post 136 are thrilled to see one 
of their own in office. 

“He’s just one of the guys,” 
says Jerry DuShane, 1995-1996 
post commander. “If Ric meets 
you, he’ll never forget your name.” 

As a leader, Santos confesses 
to being a bit of a perfectionist. 
“A lot of people don’t like to 
work with me. See how clean my 
computer desk is? It’s like that all 
the time,’ he points out. Those 
around him, though, applaud the 
results he gets. 

Jay Mayock, past post adjutant 
and a friend of the national com- 
mander for 30 years, says Santos’ 
way of getting down to brass tacks 
and doing business has served the 
post - and the Department of 
Maryland - in good fashion. “You 
don’t achieve Ric’s status by just 
saying ‘I want to be’ or ‘I’m put- 
ting my hat in the ring,” Mayock 
says. “He totally commits and al- 
ways puts his best foot forward for 
The American Legion.” 

“Santos to Enterprise” 

Santos is one of three chil- 
dren, born in New Bedford, 
Mass., and raised in that city and 
nearby Fairhaven. He grew up 
around the military - one uncle in 
the Air Force, two in the Army, 
one in the Navy. Santos was clos- 
est to the uncle in the Navy, who 
was stationed on a destroyer out 
of Newport, R.I. Santos’ uncle 
took him aboard on family days 
and cruises, which left quite an 
impression on the young man. 

When Santos was 16, his 
brother-in-law - also in the Navy 
- encouraged him to join the Na- 
val Reserve. “He told me, ‘Start 
your military service time in high 
school, and you’ll be done 
sooner,” Santos says. So he 
joined at 17 and completed basic 
training between his junior and 
senior years of high school. Upon 
graduation in 1962, he attended 
radio school in Bainbridge, Md., 
followed by an assignment on the 
most awesome warship of the 
time: the USS Enterprise CVN- 
65, the world’s first nuclear- pow- 
ered aircraft carrier. 

“T had the opportunity to 
make two Mediterranean cruises 
and to go around the world on 
it,” Santos says. Operation Sea 
Orbit, a 30,565-mile voyage 
around the globe, took him to 
Spain, France, Italy, Greece, Tur- 
key, Lebanon, Pakistan, Australia 
and Brazil - quite an education 
for a New England boy. 

He came home as friends 
were leaving for Vietnam. Work 
wasn’t plentiful in New Bedford, 
so he headed down to Maryland 
to visit his sister and see what 
the area might have for him. 
Santos got a one-bedroom effi- 
ciency in Greenbelt and was 
hired on at Goddard, where he 
soon was introduced to a woman 
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whose husband was a past com- 
mander of Greenbelt Post 136. 

On Dec. 7, 1967, Pearl Harbor 
Day, he notes, Santos became a 
member of The American Legion. 

Tomorrow’s Legion 

During his term as national 
commander, Santos wants to get 
back to basics with a new em- 
phasis on the membership of 
younger veterans and on veterans’ 
service programs. “Somehow the 
younger veterans haven’t joined 
our ranks in great numbers, and 
the service programs haven’t 
stayed as elevated as _ they 
should,” he says. 

Reminding America what the 
Legion has to offer veterans is an 
important step at this point in the 
organization’s life, Santos says. In 
fact, it’s crucial to meeting a goal 
he shares with many of his pre- 
decessors: reversing the member- 
ship slip. 

More than anything, Santos 
wants to make sure younger gen- 
erations of veterans don’t miss 
the camaraderie he’s enjoyed in 
the American Legion. 

Smiling, he recalls the Legion 
softball league he and another 
fellow put together in the ‘70s. 
His team had a bunch of Vietnam 
vets and a couple of older vets. 
Over time, they became like fam- 
ily. There was a mutual admira- 
tion and respect amongst the 
team members - regardless if one 
was a veteran of World War II, 
Korea or Vietnam. 

“We used to move each other 
into new homes, paint or repair 
each other’s houses, make trips and 
vacations together, get together 
with the kids on weekends and 
holidays,” Santos says. “We were, 
and still are, a close-knit group.” 
He pauses, then says quietly, 
“That’s what it’s all about.”
